DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9,23-27 and 31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited art discloses a plurality of switches, each switch electrically interconnecting at 
least two of the plurality ot conducting patches when the switch is selected, wherein a 
first ensemble of switches is selectable so as to provide a first configuration of 
electrically interconnected conducting patches, and a second ensemble of switches is 
selectable so as to provide a second configuration of electrically interconnected 
conducting patches as recited in claim 1, or the electrical interconnection configuration 
comprising a plurality of selected switches, each switch acting as a closed circuit when 
selected, and as an open circuit when not selected, switches being selected using 
electrical signals applied to the switches, the electrical signals not being applied to the 
conducting patches as recited in claim 9, or wherein the electrically conducting patches 
have an electrical interconnection configuration comprising electrical switches, the 
electrical interconnection configuration being reconfigurable through selection of one of 
more of the electrical switches so as to change a resonance frequency of the 
reconfigurable AMC, the reconfigurable AMC behaving as a magnetic conductor at the 
resonance frequency, wherein the electrical switches each comprise a transistor as 
recited in claim19.
